First  of  all  I wish  to  thank  you  for  the  high  honor  bestowed  upon  my  name  by 
calling  the  berry  Cooper.  No  greater  honor  could  come  to  any  man  than  to  have  his 
name  associated  with  the  Greatest  Strawberry  Ever  Introduced. 

I selected  you  people  to  introduce  my  new  strawberry  as  you  have  a record  for  square 
dealing  and  I have  never  known  you  to  recommend  any  variety  of  plants  that  was  not 
strictly  first  class  in  every  particular.

I will  swear  to  the  truth  of  the  above,  and  that  is  not  all.  The  plants  are  very  large 
and  productive,  six  to  eight  fruit  stems  to  a plant  with  8 to  24  berries  to  the  stem.
